in contempt 
he faces prosecution 


and a jail sentence until he tells his 
story of his relation with former 
Secretary of the Interior Fall, from 
whom he obtained the lease of the 
Wyoimngii aval ml reserve. 


The vote on the motion made by 


Walsh directing; the president of the 
senate to refer the matter to the 
district attorney for action ,ivas 72 
to 1.

of medical rej^stration and examina- 
tion for Indiana, declared today. 


Search of the records of the board 


reveals that not a single "graduate" 
of the institutions recently under fire 
for granting fake diplomas has -been 
authorized to practice ki Indiana. 


Had it not been for the high stand- 


ards set up by the board, considered 
by many applicants as excessively 
strict, the way would have been open 
for the quack doctors to take their 
toll of victims in Indiana as in sev- 
eral other states. 


A number of rgaduates from the 


schools in question have applied to 
the board for licenses to practice in 
recent year.s but all have been turned 
down because they could not pass the 
examination of the board. 


Only graduates of institutions that 


are reeo^ized as thoroughly efficient 
in their training methods are admit- 
ted to practice in the state without 
examination, Dr. GSott said. 


To make sure that ncne of the ap- 


plicants who were refused admission 
possessed a fake diploma, the names 
of all who applied to the hoard and 
were turned down are being sent to 
other states. 


These men will be traced down in 


an effort to remove from the ranks 
of the profession any quacks, but 
those who legitimately secured their 
diplomas will not be disturbed 
in 


their practice, even 
though 
' the 


schools from which they <?ame were 
brought into bad repute through the
